HORSES GRADE UP AND DOWN NATURALLY. 

5ider tile average ruling of the Kentucky State 
Racing Cumniissioii a larg«*r amount of inom‘y could 
lie addl'd to those raeing in iIiish A tliiin bs given 
for tliose w'lileli coinpele In elnss B. Notliing more 
than u graded seal«* of inoiieys added iiecording to 
merit. Owners and trainers would, of eourse, enter 
tlieir liorses for tlint elass to whii-h their speed and 
eiidiirniiee entitled them. It would Ik* tlie duty of 
the Imiidiciipper to determine to tlie bi'st of iiis

In Austnilia exci*ssive two-year-old 
racing is infreiiucnt, nay, inipossible, and is only 
carried on as a means of education. An oceasional | 
stake race, such as tlie Maribynoiip Tlate at Flem- 
iiigtoii, is given and thi.s the race I saw tiie flying 
Traquette win in tlie style of Man o’ War, but no 
such tiling as two races for juvt^iiiles each day is 
tiiouglit of. In con.sequcnee during my stay dow’ii 
under 1 suw’ more fourteen, fifteen and sixteen- 
year-old liorses running and winning good races 
than I tliought could be found in any one country. 
Never yet liave I understood tliis craze for tw’o-year- 
old racing. Needless to say, this sort of thing 
tends to eoiumercializo the s]mrt, and once tliis is 
dbiie the end must surel.v come. The best of this 
year's tliree-year-olds, such as Sir Barton, Mad 
Hatter and i’urclmse. w’ere not raced to excess in 
their two-year-old days; neither, 1 am liappy to say, 
was this season’s eliampion. Man o’ War. Think a 
bit. Wliich of tliem would in open market eoininand | 
the liighest price for use as a sin*, the judiciously 
I educated and raced youngster w’liieli the following 
season develoimd into a great three-year-old, or tlie 
overtaxed youngster wdiieh exliausted his energies 
early in his career in lieing sent out for everything 
in sight during his first season on the tnrf? 

Doubtless the fault lies in the system, and this 
in ]>art was the cause of the feeble opposition to Mad 
Hatter in tlie miming of the Latonia Cliampionsliip.

LONDON, England, October 10. — For the 

obstacle racing season, whicli s»x»n begins, 
three (irand National winners, Lutteur III., Poethlyn 
and Ally Sloper, are Indug carefully made ready at 
Lewes by trainer Escott. Poethlyn, this year’s Na- 
tional winner, is now' fifteen years old. He meets 
Lutteur HI.. Pollen, second in this year’s National, 
and u great lot at Liverimol in November and in 
the Berber and Valentine steeplecha.ses, both val- 
uable. Both the Becher and Valentine Steeplechases 
are weight- for-age events, but with widely different 
conditions, inasmuch as there are neither penalties 
nor allow’ances. excepting one of four ijounds for 
mares, associated with the Becher Steeplecliase, 
w'h(‘reas the conditions of the Valentine are so in- 
geniously framed that wdien the iicnalties and al- 
low'anees are calculated the W'eights will partake 
of the character of a handicap. 

I»rd Glanoly’s $57,500 yearling c<dt by Swynford — 
Blue Tit. and Sc*eptre, w’hich, Iwfore the former’s 
sale, w’as the record priced yearling of England at 
$50,000, are now’ in the same stable. Lord Glanely 
lately bought Sceptre for a broo<l mare. She has 
so far not been a succe.ss and is tAveuty years old. 

Sir Abe Bailey, the South African millionaire, 
oddly enough has two tw’o-jear-olds named Orpheus, 
both eligible for Derbys in 1920. The English 
On»heus, by Orby — Electra. is estimated as the sec- 
ond best youngster of the season to Tetratema. 
He is eligible for the next Epsom Derby. His South 
African namesake is the best of his year in his 
ow’n land and eligible to the South African Derby. 
Should an Orpheus wda both races it w’ould be a 
novel record. 

In South Africa ten per cent are taken from the 
mutuels by the clubs and two pf*r cent goes for 
state purposes of various kinds. Bookmakers also 
pay five per cent of their winning bets to the 
racing organizations. One of the results is low en- 
trance fees to races. It costs some $7.50 to $10 to 
enter in events valued at $2,500. The place money 
in South Africa is higher than in this country and 
horses are required to be ridden out thoroughly in 
consequence. 

IRISH ELEGANCE TO THE STUD. 

Irish Elegance, the sensational horse of the Eng- 
lish season, goes to the Foxhill Stud at the close 
of the year at a fee of $1,000. Irish Elegance is 
but ftnir years old and by Sir Archibald — Sweet 
riorano. His dam is not in the General Stud 
Book and there Avill be a bar sinister against his 
produce in many Euroi>ean countries, Spain barring 
it absolutely. But Iri.-ih Elegance is ow’ued by an 
extremely rich man. Mr. James White, and despite 
tlie bar is to be given a full chance as a sire. He 
is not only one of the fastest and biggest horses of 
his time, and both a sprinter and a sta.ver, but is 
said to be the handsomest horse in England. 

George ('nnningham, an Englisliman, but one of 
the leading trainers of France, died at (’hnntilly, 
France, October 5. aged 59. He had lived his life 
Avith horses, going to France at ten .vears of age. 
During his time Cunningliam trained for Count de 
Lsigrange, Avinning the Grand Prix of 1877 Avitli St. 
(Miristoplie for liim; Mieliael Ephrussl. M. Abadle, 
Madame de Clieremeteff, Acliille Fould and E. 
Eknuyan. For M. Ephrussl Cunningham trained 
two I’rix dll Jockey Club (French Derby) winners, 
St. Jame.s and Gospoflar; for Madame de Clieremeteff . 
Nuage. \vlii»*h Avon the Grand I’rix of 1910. and for 

M. Fculd. Honli, AA’liieli seored in the Grand Prix of 
1912. Cunningham’s remains Avere buried in the 
English cemetery at Chantilly. 

The French Derby (Prix du Jockey Club) for 1921 
has closed with 209 entries, and the Prix de Diane 
(French Oaks) with 171. 

Striking instances of how English owners race for 
their own money vserc shown September 24 and 25 
at GatAviek. The first day’s six races, for $7,000, 
cost the association $81 and the second day’s six 
rac*es, for $0,500, gave the as.sociation a proOt in 
entrance fees alone of .$790. Yet horse prices in 
England have increased nearly three times and 
nearly all the courses are croAvded to the point of 
discomfort. 

Fair Simone, by Fariman — Somone, by St. Simon, 
is the best tAVo-year-oUl tilly of the English season. 
She is moderate of size, but a beauty, fine Aveigut 
carrier and quick beginner and has Avon six of her 
eight races and some $8,400.

"BILL TATEM,” THE ENGLISH TURFMAN 

Grand Parade’s oAvner, I..ord Glanely, Avho is 51 
years of age. became a pta*r fifteen months ago — 
he AA'ns then Sir William Tatcm. He began AAurk as 
u shipping clerk, and b<*oanie a millionaire. The 
turf still knows him best as Bill Tatem. His 
first commercial A-enture av;ih to buy an old tramp 
steamer, and recently, as the sole director of the 
Tatem Steam Navigation Co., Limited, lie effected 
a $15.fW)0.(M)0 shipping deal. He has given vast 
sums of money to charity and for educational pur- 
poses. 



Member of the Crew of the Warship Orhita Writes 
of His Experiences. 



Alfred II. W. Brazier, a literary sailor and 
six>rt.sinan, Avho was a member of the creAV of the 
British warship Orbita, stationed during the great 
war on the Avestern coast of South America, writes 
of his fishing experience in Pacific w’aters to the 
Angler’s New's of London in a most entertaining 
way, and a.s folloAvs: “During our voyage fresh 

fish was a treat to us; you may be sure that all 
spare time always found me patiently waiting for 
a bite. 

“The first fime the tackle w'as used w’as almost 
immediately It came to hand. We Avere in a large 
bay in Peru, and the sport was fast and furious. 
The principal fish was a specie of hake, which 
run in Aveiglit from half a pound to four pounds. 
On one occasion I Avas doing duty on a collier and 
caught ninety -six fish in the morning, and we set 
to Avork to salt the fish. My duty Avas to catch and 
empty, the mate to wash and clean and the captain 
to salt and pack in a barrel, and as the collier’s 
cook hailed from Barbados he could just cook 
those fish lovely. Of course, the w-aters of Chile 
and Peru abound writh all kinds of fish, but it was 

our one aim to capture this si>ecie of hake and 

smelts. The smelts w’ere really worth catching 
and often ran to nine inches in length. 

“Our chief spots AA’ere Valparaiso, Coqulmbo, 
Mejillones and Iquique (Chile), and in Peru at 
Payta, SGohura Bay, Callao and San Juan. 

“Go«l sfiort was often had with the sluarks, 
and one caught at Puerto San Juan del Sur, Nicara- 
gua, weighed quite one and one-half tons — a proper 
man-eater, with eight rows of teeth. One of the 

‘sharks captured avus found to contain six young 

ones — the smallest Aveighed nine pounds — and when 
they Avere placed In the sAvimming tank they Avere 
quite lively. 

“The most curious fish we captured was a kind 
of rainboAv fish, Avhich w'ere numerous in the 
waters of Nicagunru. They are about four inches 
long and much like a bream in shape. Along the 
back the color is a bright scarlet, eyes a pretty 
purple and various colors on the body. The first 
fish I caught I took along to show my messmates, 
and then discovereil that my hand had a scarlet 
murk on it where the fish had laid. Maybe, some 
of your readers knoAV tlie fish, and I should be 
pleased, if possible, to huA-e its name. 

“I was unable to get out after the tuna in Cali- 
fornia — at San Diego and San Francisco — although 
when at sea we often saw tliem, but I hope to able 
to record my first tuna in the near future. 

“Small halibut often fell to our lot at Prince 
Rupert, British Columbia. We freiiuently tried for 
salmon there, but could not tempt them. The 
fisliing industry at Prince Rupert :s carried on with 
I»rofit to the fishermen. They bring their catch 
in, consisting of anything from 5.000 iwiinds to 
20.000 iwunds, and take it direct to tlie refrigerator 
store, Avhere it is purchased at various prices, 
ac<‘ording to market. 

“The waters around Victoria, British Columbia, 
abound Avltli salmon, halibut, skate and black bass, 
but we did not devote much time there for angling, 
as tlie scenery was so beautiful and the air so de- 
lightful that the shore cull could not be refused. 

“I anticipated being home over a year ago, and 
handed my tackle to another chum on the Otranto. 
Avlio was expecting to reinnin on the coast, but the 
unexpected happened. They went home and I aa'es 
left, but I could not liaA'e had many opportunities 
of fishing afterward, as after a i>eri(Ml of patrol 
Avork I had a journey from Canaila to Japan and 
China, and thus homo from the Far East.’’

GROUSE AND GROUSE HUNTING 



It Is a 'Wary Bird, Haunting the Rough Ground 
and Shady Places. 



The siiortsman who pursues the ruffed grouse in 
his native fastness needs endurance, patience, a 
kuoAvledgc of woodcraft, and skill Avith his weapon. 
He Avill travel uninhabited territory, and must 
knoAV how to find his way out of it with or without 
a compass. He Avill force his way tlirough hazel 
brush as high ns his head, and higher; he Avill 
climb over logs four feet through at the butt, and 
many of them; he will skirt the ends or edges of 
tamarack swamps; he Avill find himself in hollows 
so deep and dark that even at midday the sunlight 
filters through dimly; he Avill breast steep hills 
carpeted in leaves ns smooth under foot almost as 
ice; he Avill A\-ork along the sides of ridges, where 
one foot Avill be half a yard below the other; he 
must be prepared to shoot in front, to left or right, 
or behind him, and he Avill find that fifteen out of 
twenty shots are snapshots purely, with no time 
left him in wliieli to calculate bird speed, or dis- 
tance, or liow much to liold ahead, or anything else. 
If he bags tAvo out of six shots, in and out, through 
the day, he will have cause at nightfall to take his 
right hand In his left and shake with himself as 
a grouse man worth talking to. 

Where shall the ruffed grouse be sought? In 
the roughest country in your state. The brushy 
sides of a ravine, through which flows a trout 
stream, frequently are the best of grounds. In 

heavy ridges upon wliicli thrives the beech — those 
are good places. Dense thickets, stretching far 
alongside heavy Avoodlands and forming a AA’all-like ' 
array of slim saplings, AV’itli berry bushes and 1 
briers tangling for acres In front, these combine 
to form ideal ground. Is there a long -lumber road, 
traversing a AA’ood and having .A’our brush springing 
up either side, the old tops piled here and there? 
Walk the entire lengtli of it, and have your gun 
ready for instant action. Is the ground a wood, 
then thicket dwindling doAvn to a field of fall -green 
cIoA’er? If so, there is more than a slim chance. 

THE QUAIL AND ITS LANGUAGE 

The valley quail’s peculiar colors of slate blue, 
gray, Avhite and ciminmon and the long, jaunty 
plume of jet hanging forAvard over his bill are now 
too generally known to need special description here. 
In size he is a little smaller than Bub White and 
quite inferior to Bob in favor, iliough still a good 
bird, except when in the hands of a cook whose 
sole kiioAA'ledge of ijuuil is the cabalistic phrase, 
“Quail on toast.’’ In such hands the combination 
is almost as good as chip on imsteboard. 

FeAv birds liave so many different notes as the 
valley quail, and in feAv do pitch, tone and accent 
vary so much, even with the same individual. The 
common call is u flute-llke, penetrating “o-lii-o,” 
rapidly repeated four or five times, but varied 
often, so tliat it sounds like “ko-loi-o.’’ Again, 
the accent i.s .shifted until it sounds like “tiick-a- 
hoe,’’ and sometimes the accent is so heavy on the 
second syllable that it becomes “k-AA'oick,’’ and 
often the last “uh” is dropped entirely and only 
a loAv “k-Avoick’’ is lieard. During hatching time 
the male, i>erclied upon a bush near the nest, sends 
forth at intervals of u minute or tAvo a low “wah” 
full of deep content, and ofter during this time, 
Avhen on the ground or moving about, he gives a 
metallic- toned “wlieeooo” or “teeooo.’’ often 
sonmled scA’cral times in quick succession, and some- 
times in a husky tene. The alarm call is a sharp 
“wliit, Avliit, Avliit,’’ changing often into a low, 
niiiffled “Avook, Avook, AA'ook,” Avliile the birds are 
on the ground, but Avlien they rise a sharp, clear 
“cliiri>. chirp, chirp” is the only sound lieard, and 
generally from the birds started singly.

VIRGINIA FARMERS SUFFER FROM ELK 

RICHMOND. Va., October 29.— Farmers in the 
Kheiiaiidouli Valley, and especially in Page County. 
Virginia, liaA’e i>etitioiied the state department of 
game and inland fisheries through their game war- 
dens for redress from the depredations of the elk. 

It Avill lie recalled that about five years ago the 
State of Virginia bought 150 head of elk at a cost 
of bt'tweeii $7,000 and $8,000 and turned the ani- 
mals loose in various parts of the state, protecting 
them by act of the general assembly for five years 
from hunters. 

Farmers in the section wliere the elk roam find 
that they are helpless against their depredations, 
growing crops being destroyed and much damage 
being done. Tlie state commissioner of game is 
equally poAA'crless in tlie matter, unless the genenil 
assembly conies to Ills assistance by alloAving the 
farmers to kill the elk which are destroying their 
crops.

MEDICAL NIMROD’S FINE HUNTING TRIP 

Dr. Frank I*. Thompson of Chicago has just re- 
turned from a ten Aveeks’ hunting trip, Avhich proved 
succesisful. the doctor having the proud honor of 
killing a mountain sheep, three beqrs and a bull 
moose, besides other game. The doctor and his Avife 
left Chicago August 8 for Edmonton. Alberta, and 
from there took ^ gasoline laancli to Fort Ver- 
milion, three hundred miles farther north. They 
then went by trail into the Mclx'od River country, 
four hundred miles north of Banff, Avliere the 
niountuin sheep was killed. It was Avliile making 
the river trip that the doctor shot the liears. Al- 
though the trip took ten weeks, part of it was de- 
voted to sight-seeing on the Pacific Coast, and the 
doctor states a iiiinroil can go to Canada, ba^: 
a mountain sheep and return to Chicago inside of 
three weeks. — American Field.

Dr. Garfield, who still has author- 
ity to function ns fuel administrator, saiil he avus 
in close touch with the strike situation and ex- 
pressed confidence tliat a settlement would be 
reached without a walkout of the minors. 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, October 29. — Tlie Belgian 
ministry has given its approval to a list of 1,150 
German soldiers and civilians, avIio will be prose- 
cuted on charges arising from violations of the laAAs 
of war at the time of the invasion of Belgium or 
during the occupation of this country by German 
trooi>s. according to tlie Independence Beige. The 
list Avill be sent to the peace conference in Paris,

— GoA'ernmental and 
municipal authorities and coal merchants virtually 
admit the impossibility of finding a remedy for 
the situation which has arisen here because of the 
coal shortage. Althougli cold weather has not yet 
really begun, Paris is already feeling the pinch, 
anil tliere is some suffering in the iioorer quarters 
of tl'.e city. 

IJINDON, England. October 29. — The German peace 
treaty nia.v come into effect on the anniversary of 
armistice ilay. It Avas annoiiuced by Cecil Hurms- 
Avortli. undersecretary for foreign affairs, in the 
house of commons toilay that the government hopes 
the treaty would be formally ratified on November 
11 and come into force the same day. 

CLEVEL.VND, O.. October 29. — Discovery of a 
radical plot to spread terror throughout the nation 
by anotlier series of bomb explosions next spring 
Avas announced by the police hero today folloAA’ing 
the arrest last night of five men and one AAoman. 
suspected of having planned the destruction of the 
central police station. 

WASHIXG’PON, D. C., October 29. — America’s 
apple crop Avill be 23,177.000 barrels, according to 
estimates of the department of agriculture, and the 
prices are the iiighest since apple growing became a 
business. 

ALEXANDRIA, Eg.vpt. October 29. — Two rioters 
were killed and ten others injured and twenty -seven 
policemen were hurt in a serious nationalist demon- 
stration here. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. October 29.— Chiefs of the 
national and international unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor Avere called today 
to ni4‘et hen* Decemb<‘r 13 “to formulate such act- 
ions ns may lie essential to safeguard and promote 
the rights, interests and freedom of the wage 
earners.” 

WASHINGTON. D. C., October 29.— The end of 
the senate battle over the forty -six amendments 
Avritten into the peace treaty by the foreign rela- 
tions committee seemed in siglit today, the leaders 
hoping that a vote on the last group could be 
taken toda.v or Tliursdaj’. 

WASHING’rON, D. C., October 29.— More than 
thirty nations are represented here today for the 
opening of the international labor conference, 
created by the treaty of Versailles for the improve- 
ment and standardization of labor conditions 
throughout the AAorld.
